INDIAN PANORMA 1987 REGULATIONS 

1. Indian Panorama, 1987 

1.1 The Indian Panorama, 1987 (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as "the Indian Panorama") will consist of a 
maximum of 21 full length feature films, with 
English sub-titles and a maximum of 21 short films, 
with English commentary or English sub-titles, 

1.2 The best feature and short film s produced in. 
India and certified during the period mentioned in 
regulation 2.1 distinguished by cinematic, thematic 
and aesthetic excellence, out of the films entered in 
the Indian Panorama, shall be selected for inclusion 
in the Indian Panorama, in accordance with the 
procedure laid down in these Regulations, 

1.3 The films selected will be exhibited in the 
Indian Panorama Section of XI International Film 
Festival of India to be held in New Delhi from 10th 
the to '24th January, 1987. 

2. Eligibility 

2.1 A film in 16 mm, 35 mm or in a wider gauge 
made in any Indian language and certified by the 
Central Board of Film Certification between 1st Sep¬ 
tember, 1985 and 31st August, 1986 (both days hi- 
clusivc) is eligible for entry in the Indian Panorama. 

3. Procedure for entering films 

3.1 A producer (which term in these Regulation^ 
includes the right-holder of the film) desirous of 
entering his j her film in the Indian Panorama .shall 
apply to the Executive Director, Directorate of Film 
Festivals, National' /Film. Development Corporation 
Ltd,, 4th Hoor, Lok Nayak Bhavan, Khan Market, 
New Delhi-110003 on the prescribed entry forms 
(forms TP-I along with forms IP-11, IP-ITT(a), 
IP-TII(b), IP-III(c) and ip-in(d). 
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3.2 The last date for receipt of applications in th© 
Diieetonate is 20th September, 1986, 

3.3 The Directorate shall scrutinise the applica- 
lions with a view to determining whether a fiUn is 
eligible for being considered for the Indian Panorama 
and send an intimation, either directly or through 
one of the offices of the National Film Development 
Corporation Ltd., to the producer to send one printj 
of the eligible film to one of the following officers, 
depending thKm the tenguage in which the film has 
been produced :

3.6 In the case of outstation entries, the print and 
other material' shall be despatched by raUlair to the 
officer indicated in regulation 3.3, with a separate in¬ 
timation rc^rdipc consignment number and Tother 
details. To aVoid delay caused while sending mate¬ 
rial by rail, film print and other material may be 
sent by air. 

3.7 In case any of the requirements Tnentioned. in 
this part of the Regulations arc not conned with 
by the Producer, the entry is liaMe to be rejected 
summarily. 


4. Selection of Indian Panorama films 

4.1 The films for inclusion in the Indian Panorama 
shall be selected by an Ail India Selection Panel 
(hereinafter referred to as “Ah India Panel") to be 
constituted by the Directorate, with the approval of 
ihc Government of India. Provided that the film 
which has won the National Award for the Best 
Feature in the 33rd National Film Festival will also 
be included in the Panorama ’87 if it had not been 
included in the Panorama ’86. 

4.2 The All-India Panel shall be assisted by 
Regional Selection Panels to be set up in Bombay, 
Calcutta and Madras by the Directorate, with the 
approval of the Government of India. 

4.3 The panels will determine their own work 
procedures. 

4.4 The decision of the All-India Panel shall be 
final and no correspondence regarding its decisions 
shall be entertained. 

5. Acquisition of prints of films selected for Indian 
Panorama, 1987. 

I 

5.1 In case a film is selected for the Indian 
Panorama, the Directorate will have the right to 
buy. On behalf of the Government of India in thej 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, one or 
more prints thereof at a cost not exceeding the 
actual priee of the raw material and processing 
chargea. 

5.2 'fhe Directorate will have the right to get the 
print sub-titled in English or|and in other languages. 

5.3 If the Directorate ask for one or more video 
copies of the sub-titled print of the film, the pro¬ 
ducer shall either supply the same to the Directorate 
or allow the Directorate to make video copies on 
their own. However, if video copies are not supplied 
by the producer to the Directorate within a periodl 
of one month, the Directorate shall have the right 
to get the Tcquircd number of video copies made on 
their own. Even when the video copies are supplied 
by the producer, the cost thereof, j.e. the price of 
the Watnk video cassette and the processing charges, 
witi be IPBOje 'by the Dieectorate. The vuko copies 
will not be used for public screenings commercial or 
otherwise. 

5.4 The prmt entered for the Indian Panorama 
shall be retained by the Directorate for spotting, in 
case the film is neither in English nor sub-titled in 
English and shall be returned only after spotting is 
over. 

5.5 In the case of a fikn selected for the Indian 
Panorama, all the material referred to in regulation 

3.5 shall be kept ^ the Directorate for use as and 
when necessary. The producer shall also supply on 
demand from the Directorate, additional publicity 
material to the Directorate to facilitate the participa¬ 
tion of the film in various festivals as detailed in re- 
'gulation 7.2. 
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5.6 The National Film Development Corporation 
will.also have the right to buy one print of each of 
the films selected for the Inrtian Panorama at a cost 
not exceeding the actual price of the raw material 
and processing charges. 

5.7 The authorisation in form I.P-II shall be made 
use of by the National Film Archive of India, Pune, 
for preservation and archival use and the authorisa¬ 
tions in forms I.P.-III (a), I.P.TlKb), I.P.-IIIfc) and 

I.P.-III(d) shall be made use of by the Directorate 
and National Film Development Corporation for use 
as in regulations 7.1, 7.2 and 7.3 only rfi case a 
film is selected for the Indian Panorama. 

6. Return of prints 

6.1 In the event of a film not being selected for 
Indian Panorama, its print and the accompanying 
material shall be returned to the producer within 30 
days of the final meeting of the All-India Panel. 

6.2 The Directorate shall bear the return cost of 
despatch of the print and publicity material of the 
film. The print will be returned the same mode 
by which it is sent by the producer. 

7. Use of Indian Panorama films 

7.1 As mentioned in regulation 1.3, the films for 
the Indian Paironilna will initially be used for screen¬ 
ing at the Indian Panorama Section of XI Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival of India to be held in New Delhi 
from 10th to 24th January, 19S7, provided that no 
claim of any kind would lie against the Directorate 
for their inability to show a film due to technical 
or any other reasons. 

7.2 The prints may also be uscd_ for participation 
in various international film festivals, Indian film 
weeks organised in other countries, Indian Panorama 
festivals and other non-commercial screenings, within 
the country and abroad at the discretion of Directorate 
of Film Festivals and the Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting and National Film Development Corpo¬ 
ration. For all such screenings, the producer will 
not br eligible for any payment. HelShe will, how¬ 
ever, be kept informed of such screenings. 

7.3 The prints purchased by National Film Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation under this regulations will be 
utilised for organising Indian Panorama festivals and 
will not be utilised for any commercial purposes. 
The Indian Panorama Festival will be organised by 
the National Film Development Corporation in accor¬ 
dance with the guidelines prescribed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 


8. Arhitratitm 

8.1 Should any dispute or difference arise between 
the producer and the Directorate about any matter 
covered by these Regulations, the same shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Secretary, Ministry of Information and 
Broadcasting, Government of Iitdia whose decision 
in the matter shall be final and binding on both the 
parties.
